• The radio's range decreases as the battery 
power decreases. To ensure maximum 
range, keep fresh batteries in the radio. 

• Replace the batteries within 30 seconds to 
keep the radio’s memory settings for key 
tone, talk confirmation, and last channel. 


A WARNING A 

• If you use non-rechargeable batteries, be 
sure to set CHARGE ON/OFF to OFF. Non- 
rechargeable batteries can get hot and 
explode if you try to recharge them. 

• Dispose of old batteries promptly and 
properly. Do not burn or bury them.

Thank you for purchasing the RadioShack 2- 
Pack, 14-Channel Full Power FRS Radios. 
Use them to talk to your friends in the next 
room, next door, and around the 
neighborhood. The radios feature "auto- 
squelch," which blocks you from hearing 
anything on the channel unless someone Is 
transmitting nearby on the same channel. 
The radio automatically switches to power 
save mode if not used for six seconds, and 
wakes up when it receives a transmission or 
when any key is pressed. 

POWERING THE 
RADIOS 

Installing Batteries 

Your radio uses three AAA batteries for 
power. For the best performance, we 
recommend RadioShack alkaline batteries. 
You can also use NI-Cd/NI-MFI rechargeable 
batteries in the radio and recharge them 
using an optional 6V, series regulated, 1A 
DC-DC adapter, available at your local 
RadioShack store (use Adaptaplug FI with 
tip set to positive), tt 

1 . Remove the belt clip by pulling up the 
tab and sliding the belt clip upward, 
then slide the battery compartment 
cover downward. 

2. Set CHG ON/OFF to ON If you use 
rechargeable batteries or to OFF if you 
use non-rechargeable batteries. 


3. Install the batteries according to the 
polarity symbols {+ and -) marked 
Inside. 

4. Replace the cover and the belt clip. 
When power is low, the radio beeps and 
the battery Icon flashes. Replace or 
recharge the batteries. 

Charging Rechargeable 
Batteries 

Connect an adapter to the CHG jack. It takes 
about 7 hours for Nl-Cd and 14 hours for NI- 
MH batteries to charge. Do not overcharge 
the batteries. 

Using Vehicle Battery 
Power 

You can power the radio from a vehicle’s 
12V power source, (such as a cigarette 
lighter socket) using an optional 6V, series 
regulated, 1A DC-DC adapter. Use an 
Adaptaplug™ H with the tip set to positive. 
Adapters are available at your local 
RadioShack store. Connect one end of the 
adapter to the CHG jack, and the other end 
to the vehicle’s cigaretter lighter socket. 

USING THE RADIO 

Using the Keylock 

Press and hold LOCK/F for two seconds to 
turn the keylock on or off. o“ appears. When 
the keylock Is on, you cannot change the 
channels, key tone setting, or the talk 
confirmation setting. 
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J IMPORTANT J 

Do not open your radio to make any internal 
adjustments. Your radio is set up to transmit a 
regulated signal on an assigned frequency. It is 
against the law to alter or adjust the settings 
inside the radio to exceed those limitations. 
Any adjustments made to your radio must be 
made by a qualified technician using the proper 
test equipment. Never open your radio's case. 
Never change or replace anything in your radio 
except the batteries. 


Using the Display 
Backlight 

Press PWR/'o' to turn on the display light for 
1 5 seconds. If you press any button (except 
PTT) while the backlight is on, the backlight 
stays on for another 15 seconds. To turn off 
the backlight before it automatically turns off, 
press pwr/'A" again. 

Changing the Channel 

Press LOCK/F once and then press UP/A or 
DOWN/Tto change the channel. Press PTT 
or CALL to store the setting. 

Turning On/Off the Key 
Tone 

Press LOCK/F twice and press UP/A or 
DOWN/T to select on (ofl) or off (oF). Press 
PTT or CALL to store the setting, p appears 
when the key tone is activated. 

Talk Confirmation 
(C-Tone) 

You can set the radio so a confirmation tone 
sounds when you release PTT. The tone 
alerts the person you are talking to that you 
have finished talking. To turn on or off the 
confirmation tone, press LOCK/F three times 
and then press UP/A or DOWN/T to select 
on (oft) or off (oF). Press PTT or CALL to 
store the setting. C-TOflE appears when this 
setting is activated. 


FCC INFORMATION

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Auto power save 

Auto power save reduces the power your 
radio uses until it receives a signal or a key 
is pressed. 

Last Channel Memory 

Your radio retains the last channel in 
memory. If you reset the radio, the last 
channel memory is lost and channel 1 is 
automatically set. 

Resetting the Radio 

If the radio's display is locked up or the radio 
does not work properly after you turn it on, 
turn it off then turn it on again. If this does 
not correct the problem, reset the radio. 
Turn it off then hold down LOCK and turn it 
on again. 

Using a Wrist Strap 

Attach an optional wrist strap or pager chain 
(neither supplied, available at your local 
RadioShack store) to the wrist strap hole on 
the back of the radio. 


SERVICE AND REPAIR 


If your FRS radios are not performing as 
they should, take them to your local 
RadioShack store for assistance.
